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The  most  distinctive  and  valuable  characteristic  of  the 
Pacifica  Foundation  and  its  stations  is  not  its  political  action,  not 
its  broadcast  quality,  not  the  excitement  of  its  programs,  but  its 
uncompromising   integrity  and   respect  for  the  individual. 

To  be  willing  to  risk  being  occasionally  dull,  to  be  willing 
to  lose  even  much-needed  support  may  be  the  price  the  station 
has  to  pay  to  keep  faith  with  its  subscribers  and  listeners. 

While  controversy  for  its  own  sake  often  makes  interesting 
programs,  if  its  interest  relies  on  stirring  up  antagonisms,  or  in 
trying  to  strip  individuals  of  their  dignity,  it  is  unworthy  of  the 
traditions  of  Pacifica  Foundation  and  has  no  relation  to  its 
purposes. 

To  propagandize,  to  popularize,  to  polarize,  is  not  part  of 
Pacifica's  philosophy  of  broadcasting.  Essentially  its  purpose  is 
to  present  the  best  thought,  the  best  music  and  arts  available 
and  to  allow  the  listener  to  select  what  is  of  interest  to  him. 

To  provide  a  forum  for  the  free  exchange  of  ideas,  to  pre- 
sent music  and  the  other  arts  without  interruption,  and  with 
respect  for  quality,  has  always  made  Pacifica  Stations  distinctive. 
This  respect  and  belief  is  fundamental  to  our  concept  of  re- 
sponsible broadcasting.  Excitement  properly  lies  in  exciting 
ideas  not  in  sensational  presentation  techniques.  In  a  world  in 
which  honest  communication  seems  threatened  almost  to  ex- 
tinction, KPFK  must  make  no  compromise  with  its  historic  integ- 
rity.

Pacifica  Foundation  has  terminated  Mr.  Paul  V.  Dallas'  position  as  Station  Manager  and  Program 
Director  of  radio  station  KPFK  (90.7  FM) .  After  many  hours  of  meetings  with  the  staff  of  the  sta- 
tion and  with  Mr.  Dallas,  it  was  apparent  to  the  Board  that  a  satisfactory  working  relationship  with 
Mr.  Dallas  could  not  be  established. 


While  the  Board  appreciates  the  work  Mr.  Dallas  has  done  in  behalf  of  the  station,  a  close  and 
constructive  relationship  is  essential  if  the  station  is  to  recover  financially  from  the  losses  sustained 
through  cancellation  of  the  Pleasure  Faire  and  if  it  is  going  to  develop  programs  consistent  with 
Pacifica's  purposes. 

There  are  those  who  feel  that  a  full  airing  of  the  differences  between  Mr.  Dallas  and  the  Board 
should  be  given.  To  do  so  would,  in  the  Board's  judgment,  result  in  destructive  accusations  and  serve 
no  useful  purpose.

Fit  maurice's  Life  of  Lord  Shelburne,  as  follows:  "Lord 
George  Germain,  having  among  other  peculiarities  a 
particular  dislike  to  be  put  out  of  his  way  on  any 
occasion,  had  arranged  to  call  at  his  office  on  his  way 
to  the  country  to  sign  the  dispatches;  but  as  those  ad- 
dressed to  Howe  had  not  been  fair-copied,  and  he  was 
not  disposed  to  be  balked  of  his  projected  visit  to  Kent, 
they  were  not  signed  then  and  were  forgotten  on  his  re- 
turn home."  These  were  the  dispatches  instructing 
Sir  William  Howe,  who  was  in  New  York,  to  effect  a 
junction  at  Albany  with  Burgoyne,  who  had  marked  from 
Quebec  for  that  purpose.  Burgoyne  got  as  far  as  Sar- 
atoga, where,  failing  the  expected  reinforcement,  he  was 
hopelessly  out  numbered,  and  his  officers  picked  off, 
Boer  fashion,  by  the  American  farmer  sharpshooters. 
His  own  collar  was  pierced  by  a  bullet.  The  publicity 
of  his  defeat,  however,  was  more  than  compensated  at 
home  by  the  fact  that  Lord  George's  trip  to  Kent  had  not 
been  interfered  with,  and  that  nobody  knew  about  the 
oversight  of  the  dispatch.  The  policy  of  the  English 
Government  and  Court  for  the  next  two  years  was  simply 
concealment  of  Germain's  neglect.  Burgoyne's  demand 
for  an  inquiry  was  defeated  in  the  House  of  Commons 
by  the  court  party;  and  when  he  at  last  obtained  a  com- 
mittee, the  king  got  rid  of  it  by  a  prorogation.  When 
the  king  actually  took  advantage  of  his  being  a  prisoner 
of  war  in  England  on  parole,  and  ordered  him  to  re- 
turn to  America  into  captivity.  Burgoyne  immediately 
resigned  all  his  appointments;  and  this  practically  closed 
his   military  career,  though  he  was  afterwards  made

Commander  of  the  Forces  in  Ireland  for  the  purpose 
of  banishing  him  from  parliament. 

The  episode  illustrates  the  curious  perversion  of  the 
English  sense  of  honor  when  the  privileges  and  prestige 
of  the  aristocracy  are  at  stake.  In  the  working  class, 
too,  which,  like  all  classes,  has  its  own  official  aristo- 
cracy, there  is  the  same  reluctance  to  discredit  an  in- 
stitution or  "do  a  man  out  of  his  job."  At  bottom,  of 
course,  this  apparently  shameless  sacrifice  of  great 
public  interests  to  petty  personal  ones,  is  simply  the 
preference  of  the  ordinary  man  for  the  things  he  can 
feel  and  understand  to  the  things  that  are  beyone  his 
capacity.    It  is  stupidity,  not  dishonesty. 

Burgoyne  fell  a  victim  to  this  stupidity  in  two  ways. 
Not  only  was  he  thrown  over,  in  spite  of  his  high  char- 
acter and  distinguished  services,  t  o  screen  a  court 
favorite  who  had  actually  been  cashiered  for  cowardice 
and  misconduct  in  the  field  fifteen  years  before;  but 
his  peculiar  critical  temperament  and  talent,  artistic, 
satirical,  rather  histrionic,  and  his  fastidious  delicacy 
of  sentiment,  his  fine  spirit  and  humanity,  were  just 
the  qualities  to  make  him  disliked  by  stupid  people  be- 
cause of  their  dread  of  ironic  criticism.  Long  after  his 
death,  Thackeray,  who  had  an  intense  sense  of  human 
character,  but  was  typically  stuped  in  valuing  and  inter- 
preting it,  instinctively  sneered  at  him  and  exulted  in 
his  defeat.  That  sneer  represents  the  common  English 
attitude  towards  the  Burgoyne  type.  Every  instance  in 
which  the  critical  genius  is  defeated  and  the  stupid  genius 
(for   both  temperaments  have  their  genius)  "muddles

through  all  right,"  is  popular  in 
England.  But  Burgoyne's  fair  lure 
was  not  the  work  of  his  own  temp- 
erament, but  of  the  stupid  temp- 
erament. What  man  could  do  un- 
der the  circumstances  he  did,  and 
did  handsomely  and  loftily.  He 
fell,  and  his  ideal  empire  was 
dismembered,  not  through  is  own 
misconduct,  but  because  Lord 
George  Germain  overestimated 
the  difficulty  of  conquering  those 
remote  and  inferior  creatures, 
the  colonists.  And  King  George 
and  the  rest  of  the  nation  agreed, 
on  the  whole,  with  Germain.  It 
is  a  significant  point  that  in  A- 
merica,  where  Burgoyne  was  an 
enemy  and  an  invader,  he  was  ad- 
mired and  praised.  The  climate 
there  is  no  doubt  more  favorable 
to  intellectual  vivacity.
